and expressed 
gratification at 
the 


emphatic denial of the remarks at- 
tributed to the Senator. 
He called 


attention to the fact that the Metho- 
dist Church has always opposed the 
liquor traffic and insisted that to con- 
fuse the defeat of a political machine 
with the overthrow of a great politi- 
cal party is a grievous error. 
"Mr. 


Greenleaf's nomination," he 
wrote, 


"will mean the 
alienation 
of 
the 


moral forces that hitherto have sup- 
ported and formed the 
'strength ol 


the Republican party. 
We will cer 


tatnly oppose him to the last." 


Mr, Gallinger replied that import- 


ant matters of legislation prevented 
his answering 
Mr. 
Blake's 
argu- 


ments in detail at that 
time. 
He- 


presumed that Mr. Blake would not 
publish the 
correspondence 
as 
it 


stood, as that would be manifestly 
unfair. 
He added that a long time 


ago there was a somewhat 
similar 


situation in New Hampshire and Mr. 
Gallinger "failed to discover that any1 


good had come to the cause of re- 
ligion, temperance and politics in the 
ordinary sense." 


Some time later, Mr. Blake wrote 


to Senator Gallinger, suggesting that 
the latter probably did not care to 
pursue the matter further.

ADVANCEMENT IN JAPAN. 


Orcftt fetep Forward Taken by Female 


Subjects of the JUikado—More 


Girls Attend School. 


The 
remarkably increase 
during 


the last few years ill the number qf 
women employed in various, branches, 
of commercial life in Japan must be 
regarded as a vury significant sign 
of tau times. 
Not coiiteut with the 


occupations which have almost ex- 
clusively -belonged to females, they 
have now invaded those fields whicii 
have hitherto been considered as be- 
longing to the male sex. 


The experiment made in the em- 


ployment of women as clerks an'1, 
bookkeepers has bee/n found satisfac- 
tory, and we now find girls employed 
by many of the linns and stores in 
Tokyo and other large cities. 
The 


employment of women in these vari- 
ous directions will do much toward 
emancipating the Japanese women, 
who have until now heen entirely de- 
pendent on men for the shaping of 
their destinies, 
it is only natural, 


under such circumstances, that female 
education should engage serious pub- 
lie attention. 
The number of girls 


receiving a school education, it is 
stated, is now more than eight times 
the number of those at. school ten 
years ago. 
More remarkable are tbo 


ligures given by the Tokyo Educa- 
tional society. Fifteen years ago the. 
percentage of females admitted to the 
training scdiool for teachers was less 
than no, as compared with the men, 
lull to-day the rate has been 
com- 


pletely reversed, the number of male 
applicants being now about 15 per 
cent of the total!

there i:; consequently more demand 
for the former than the latter.

Hollow Trunks Filled with Cement, 


and Decay Arre«t«d, Much u 


in Dental Work. 


Considerable interest attaches to 


the cement filling in the trunks ol 
the great oaks near St. Charles ave-. 
line, and many questions have been 
aslced about this method of arresting 
the decay of trees, says the New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat. 


Horticulturists have found that they 


have been able to prevent limbs^from 
decaying by wrapping thcm\-in cloth. 
This helps to exclude the dampness. 
Carrying their experiments one point 
further, it was found 
that cement 


would preserve the trunks of trees 
from rotting, just as a filling in a 
tooth prevents further decay. 


The question arose last year as to 


what would be done to preserve the 
great _oaks at Audubon park, whicn 
were losing their growth and verdure 
by reason of big boles in their trunks, 
and it was accordingly decided to fill 
the apertures with cement. 
Several 


cartloads of sand, mortar and brick 
were used in the operation, which has 
been attended with great success. Old 
oaks regained their strength, new 
branches began to grow and alto- 
gether they put on signs of renewed 
life. 


The art of "arboreal dentistry" has 


since then been perfected to such an 
extent, that even a new bark can be 
given to a Tree. 
It is proposed at 


some future date to cover the filling 
with a layer of cement the color of 
the oak's 
bark, which can be so 


worked as to resemble a natural cov- 
orim:. 
It is said that this will pre- 


serve the tree even better than will 
ordinary cement, while at the same 
time it will add to its beauty by hid- 
ing the mortar.
